REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


The law passed by the last legislature, causing the school 
year to end August Ist, and requiring the school report to be 
given to the selectmen within ten days from that date, calls 
forth so many expressions of dissatisfaction, that some of the 
school boards in the county have concluded to make a financial 
report ending February 15th, and publish it with the town 
report as usual. 

The total number of weeks, school has been maintained 
during the year, is 2850. Under the number of each school 
house will be found the number of weeks school has been 
maintained there, with the name of teacher, and all expenses 
for the year. 

We have endeavored to retain our teachers as far as possi- 
ble for our schools the past year. ‘The general satisfaction 
they have previously given as teachers, and their knowledge 
of the educational standing of the pupils, enabled them to com- 
mence their school work with a thorough knowledge of the 
requirements of each school. ‘They have, as far as teachers 
can have, the confidence of the parents and pupils of the dis- 
trict. | 

For the winter terms in Nos. 1, 3 and 8, we were obliged 
to procure teachers residing out of town. Their schools were 
as successful as could be expected under the existing condi- 
tions, their methods and school work comparing favorably 
with the other schools of the district. 

We are pleased to be able to report that the progress made 
by the pupils of the district during the past year has seldom 
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been equaled. We hope the increased interest manifested by 
the inhabitants of the district in the school work for the past 
year may be continued, and the present standard of excellence 
be maintained.
